Experiments With Reindeers. 

At the lone Hudson Bay Company 
post at Cartwright there fs a little 
youngster, Stuart Swaffie.1 by name, 
son of the “factor,” or company 
agent at the post, whose story gives 
the reason, in a nutshell, why the 
reindeer were brought to Labrador. 

When Stuart was a child, five or 

six years of age, his mother sent him 
out to play while she attended to 
her household duties. By and by 
she heard a great commotion among 
the Eskimo dogs, of whom the post 
maintains quite a pack for drawing 
| the sledges in the winter time. At 
| first she thought nothing of it, for 
the dogs often fight amoig them- 
pone Wilder and wilder, however, 

the snarls and yelps (for the 
Eskimo dog, being really a wolf and 
not a dog, does not bark) until curi- 
| osity got the better of her and she 
went to the window to see the cause. 
To her consternation, the entire pack 
of dogs bad set upon the child, who

“Bouncer,” brought from the home- 
land, was alone attempting to defend 
him. It was with the utmost dim- 
culty that the pack was at last driven 
off, and when the child was rescued 
the clothes fuirly clung to the skin, 
80 numerous were his wounds.

In the summer the dogs forage for 
themselves, feeding largely on the 
fish that come close in to shore or 
on the offal of the@ishing settle- 
ments. They are great, beautiful 
creatures, snowy white or mottled 
slightly with brown. In winter, 
however, their voracious appetites 
know no bounds, At the post food 
is cooked for them and served hot, 
but it seems this never suffices. 

Harnessed up and driven along 
the snow trails of the northern wilds, 
it ts only fear of the driver's whip 
that keeps them down. Let one dog 
turn upon bim and be shoots to kill; 
otherwise the pack is on him at 
once. Many, indeed, are the men 
in the lone wildegness of the north- 
land who have been devoured by 
their dogs. 

Hence the need of bringing in the 
reindeer to take the place of the 
dogs. 

Dr. Grenfell, however, has one dif- 
ficulty to meet in trying to replace 
the dogs with the deer, for the peo- 
ple are used to the dogs and claim 
to know just bow to handle them, 
while they do not know how to use 
the reindeer, 

Moreover, no reindeer can 
into use in a settlement until all the 
dogs thereabouts are gone, for the 
dogs will smell Ap ier miles away 
and the pack will "for it at once, 
What, then, can the people do be- 
tween the time the deer are brought 
in and are being broken to use and 
the necessary killing or sending away 
of the dogs? 

What, 
dogs? At present, 
anyone he is shot; 
ed and sold for about $3. But many 
of the dogs are gentile, some are 
thoroughly tame and reliable and 
the people are loath to part with 
them. Only a stern law can make 
them do thig—and to get such a law

Winter Dies Hard 


The weather of the past four 
weeks has been of rather a complex 
nature, and tarmers have been 
rather puzzled what to make of it 
The first two weeks it March were 
mild, and discing and plowing were 
engaged in on many farms, and on 
some seeding was commenced. 
Phen came a cold snap, which last- 
ed about a week, and during which 
the temperature fell as low as 11 be- 
low zero during the night. Since 
that the weather has been mild and 
plowing and seeding operations 
have been pushed ahead, but owing 
to thefkeen frost several mghts, it 
has only been possible some days 
in the afternoon. On Sunday there 
was a fall of sott snow and rain, 
which soaked well into the ground 
On Monday night the wea her 
turned colder again, and twenty 
degrees of frost were registered. 

Though the season has opened 
a little later than last year, farm- 
ers generally are well pleased with 
the prospects. The fine fall last 
year gave opportunity for much 
more tall plowing than in the two 
former years, and the snowfall 
during the winter was somewhat 
heavier than the average, and leaves 
the ground with plenty of moist- 
ure to start the seed off 

This year the seed is all of a 
very high germination test aud of 
No, 1 quality, A great amount of 
Marquis Wheat has been sold for 
seed this spring.
